Why do a travel survey?



Households

• Location, number of people, income, vehicles available, type 

of home

People

• Age, gender, race and ethnicity, work/school status, highest 

level of education

Travel Activity

• Where, what activity occurred there, mode(s) used to get 

there, arrival and departure times, other people on the trip
